ported by 10 Baitahorigjof his Right, which he caufed 
to march to hisLef. At 4 in the Afternoon the Ge- 
neral play’d fuccefsfully upon the Enemy from two 
Batteries which he had cauled to be erected on the 
Banks ofthe Salm. At's o'Clock the Prince of Hefle- 
Cuffel join’d our Troops on the Left with 20 Battalions. 
The Enemy, who flay’d looking upon our Men from 
4-e@'Clock till 7, in 4 Lines of Foot and two of 
Horfe, having been join’d by fome Battalions, advanc'd 
into @ Meadow on the Side of the Salm, from whence 
they fir'd from their Cannon and Small Arms upon our 
Jniantry on the oppofite Side, but the Fire did not latt 
16 Minutes, and we heard no more of it all Night, 
only at Day-break, when the Drums beat the Reveille, 
they made a genera! Difcharge of their Small Arms, 
which made us believe they were for renewing the At- 
tack ; but ‘twas only to difcharge their Pieces, becaufe 
the Rain that fell had wet their Powder. 
Sday-break their Grenadiers were vanifhed, and we 
fa none but 10 or 12 Squadrons of Horie. At 8 
o’Clock m the Morning their Army retreated, having 
Bicong on the Right, and the Heaths in their Centre 
and onthe Left. Yeflerday the Enemy made but one 
Difcharge of their Cannon. We know not what Lofs 
they have fuitain’d; but "tis doubted whether the whole 
Number of our killed and wounded Men amounts to 
co. Our Army is incamp’d along the Salm from 
Runnich to Salmenrohr, the Head Quarters being an 
CTaufen. 

Triers, OF, 24. The Marhhal de Coigny arriving on 
the 20 Initant in fight of the lmperial Army, detach'd 
$6 Companies of Grenadiers about 6 o’Clock in the 
Kvening to fall upon the Enemy’s left Wing before it 
was fuim'd. At trft they attack’d the Germans with 
fuch Succefs as ob!ig’d them to retire, but the latter be- 
ing timely fupported by freth Troops, they in their 
‘Turn foic’d the French Grenadiers to retire, which 
they did with all the good Order poflible.

fo that the Marthal de Coigny brought his Army back 
nearer to this City, in which he has his head Quarters, 
while the Count de Belleifle continues at St. Maximin.
